WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


We would be ungrateful if we failed to join the chorus of 
praise, sung by every section of the country, because of the fine 
growing weather the past week has produced. As the days un 
roll, and the year grows older, its most striking characteristic 
increases rather than diminishes—the whole country is being 
served with one kind of weather at a time. Usually certain 
sections of the country will have fine weather, while other sec- 
tions will be in the throes of stc rms, winds, ice or frosts; but 
not so this year. If it is wet, it is wet all over, and if it is warm 
it is warm all over, and the result should be, at least, good 
average crops—averaged throughout the country rather than as 
to quantity. 

But the past week has been a fine growing week, ard we 
are of the opinion that both corn and tomatoes made great prog- 
ress towards that condition which gives early assurance of good 


returns. The season is a little late, but nevertheless the grow- 
ers are thankful for this weather now. 


During growing season in this section peas looked very well 
and we believe the canners secured a good, fair average pack of 
them, and certainly of very fine quality. The new delivery 
peas are meeting with approval, but the market is not in satis- 
factory shape. There seems to be a dread that some sections 
are going to turn out heavy packs of peas, and until these re- 


ports are proven or disproved the jobbers do not seem anxious 
to buy largely. 


New York State is now at work upon its crop, and in all 
sections of that State it seems to be a very good one. It will 
probably not be any larger than it was last year, if as large ; but 


the indications are good and the quality all that could possibly 
be demanded. 


Wisconsin and Michigan are also at work upon their peas, 
but indications at present do not seem as bright as they were at 
first. The weather has not been such as to develop the early 
indications of a big yield, but as the pack has yet some time to 
run, it is more than probable the canners will secure sufficient 
to cover all requirements. Ohio and Illinois do not seem to be 
doing as well with their pea pack, the crop going short in tho.e 


— 
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States. There are no changes to be noted in the local canned 
pea market, and there is a lack of life and strength to the mar- 
ket that puzzles many. 


The concensus of opinion as regards the acreage of corn 
this season seems to be that it is below the average. To this 
should be added the fact that the early spring weather was any- 
thing but beneficial to the growing corn, and much of it was 
killed. This still further reduced the acreage. This seems to 
be so true that no canners can be found willing to take on fur- 
ther future business. The future market dropped down to 
62%c. for standard Maine :tyle corn, but has again climbed up 
to 67%4c. and 7oc., but even these prices fail to attract the 
canners. 


It has been many years since the spot canned corn market 
was so thoroughly cleaned up. There is but littte of it to be 
found at any price. It is said one firm here in Baltimore con- 
trols all the canned corn available ; not in ihe sense of a corner 
on the market, but simply because this operator had nerve 
enough to buy heavily and hold until the advance occurred, as 
he foresaw it would. He is not anxious to break any records 
with the prices now, being content to take a fair margin of 
profit. There are very few blocks of corn about the country of 
apy kind, and as we have said this is the first time this has been 
the case in many years. 


With the spot corn market cleaned up the new pack will 
come upon bare floors, and it will take a very large pack of corn 
to overdo the market, in fact old hands say that it cannot possi- 
bly be overdone in one year. We are not so optimistic as this, 
but are inclined to believe that corn, like tomatoes, must be well 
packed this year, or the great horde of ‘‘futures’’ sold at high 
prices will not ‘‘stay put.’’ Buyers are becoming more careful 
in their choices than ever, and the goods must measure up well 
or they will not be accepted. 

It has been excellent weather for the transplanting of to- 
mato vines, and a great deal of work of this kind has been done 
during the past fortnight. As we write, however, the ther- 
mometer is climbing rapidly and becoming pretty hot for the 
tender vines. In this article it is known the acreage is smaller 
than for some years, and the yield cannot be otherwise than 
smaller than last year, for instance. In addition to this the to- 
matoes must be put into the cans this year. Water isan adul- 
teration, and the Government is going to so consider it. A seiz- 
ure of goods for this cause might be released to the packer, 
under bond, for re-labelling, but as they would have to be re- 


labelled ‘‘Water—with some tomatoes,’’ we doubt if a sale could 
be made of the goods in their new dress—unless it would be in 
the western desert or the Sahara. Here again the jobbers are 
going to, be very critical, and will reject everything that is not 
well up tothe mark. Wedo not believe that seconds will or 
should be entirely done away with; but they will have to be 
packed as seconds in quality only, and not in quantity, and 
then be labelled as seconds. It should be remembered that the 
jobbers have been loading up quite well with canned tomatoes, 
and that as a consequence the demand for new packed goods is 
going to be late—long after the close of packing season. There 
are no changs to note in tomatoes, the market being quoted at 
6734c. to 70c.; seconds 62%c. to 65c.; No. 2 standards at 5234c. 
and No. 1os at $2.00 to $2.50. 

In canners’ metals there is nothing new to report; the can 
men and the label men are busy as can be, and this is true of all 
supply men in the miner lines.

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with more indifference. The future situation seems less favora- 
ble in some localities, though in others very little difference in 
the situation has developed. It would be hazardous to under- 
take an estimate which pretended to accuracy upon any variety 
which will be put in cans this year. Holders are of the opinion 
that supplies are no more than enough to last around to the new 
pack and are maintaining their position accordingly, while bny- 
ers are more or less skeptical about the so-called shortage, and 
make purchases tempered with a good deal of conservatism. 
As a whole changes have not been numerous, but the firmness 
previously reported has been maintained. 

Tomatoes.—Full standard Maryland 3s remain firm at a 
price based upon 67%c regular term, f. 0. b. factory. Some 
lots of what might be termed fair to good quality have been 
picked up around 65c regular terms, f. o. b. factory under pack- 
ers’ label, but the business done has not been extensive. Bids 
of 65c regular have been declined upon a good many lots of 
standard 3s. On No. 2s the market is firm, but movement is 
light. No. 10s are held up to full outside figures in small lots, 
but the disposition to buy 3s rather than ros has made the mar- 
ket generally dull in that variety during the past season. A 
small interest has developed ia futures, but owing to the general 
situation packers are firm in their ideas and refuse to allow the 
buyer to secure any advantage under present circumstances. It 
is difficult to say what may occur later. At present nothing 
new can be said of the general situation. The good weather of 
the past week has permitted the setting of plants, but what will 
happen now that they are set is a question which only time can 


determine. One man’s guess is as good as another’s now, and 
quite as likely to be wrong as right. 


Peas. —A fair outlet is reported, based upon 7oc. for sec- 
onds and 7oc. factory for country packed standard Junes. It is 
said that a good deal of Southern stock is offered, and this has a 
tendency to weaken the market and cause holders to wonder 
what will become of some of their high priced peas at the present 
rate. It isa difficult proposition to know just what to do. 
Western stock is held on a fairly steady basis, with sales chiefly 
in small lots, though occasionally a buyer takes hold and places 
an order for a considerable quantity. 

Corn.—The market is firmer and is constantly showing in- 
creased firmness. Holders are pretty well cleaned up and buy-

ers, learning of the reduced acreage which prevails almost over 
the entire corn packing country, are picking up about all that 
lies around loose. As may well be supposed there isn’t much 
and sales are made principally in small lots. It is morally cer- 
tain that corn will be good property all the season, and possibly 
even after the new pack is ready for delivery. The situation 
offers few points of encouragement as compared with last week, 
while there are numerous indications that buyers may go seek- 
ing for supplies in the near future. The unfavorable spring has 
placed the corn business in a precarious position and from this 
situation there seems to be no means of extrication at present. 

Beans.—String are in fair jobbing demand within the 
quoted range, but the market is wholly without feature and the 
tendency is toward a dull market and possibly a slightly lower 
basis for quotations. Baked sorts are a shade more active, 
though movement is relatively light in them. 

Spinach.—The market is firm, though movement is re- 
stricted. Buyers are not placing liberal orders. On the contra- 
ry they are taking as little as possible only attempting to main- 
tain their trade. 

Asparagus.—The market is dull. Buyers show indiffer- 
ence and holders are not quite ready to induce movement by re- 
ducing prices, so the situation is quiet, with nothing to indicate 
improvement. 

Fruits.—A somewhat firmer feeling has developed in most 
varieties of California fruits in sympathy with the stronger 
market reported from abroad. Packers are said to be finding 
difficulty in satisfying the wants of jobbers in No. 2% extras 
and extra standard peaches, apricots and pears. The latter 
are said to be held with much more confidence on the spot. 
Sales are reported up to outside figures on the best grades in a 
small way. In other varieties the market is unchanged. The 
outlook for futures, as reported here, is not as good as it was, 
and sales have been somewhat restricted during the past week 
by the fact that sellers have discovered the danger of offering 
any more under present conditions. 

Apples.—State No. 10s are held more firmly on the spot. 
A little business is said to have been done at $2.35 for delivery 
out of 1910 crop. Other packs are unchanged, and little or no 
movement is reported. 


Cherries.—The market is firmer and sales are at a slightly 
firmer range in a small way, though considerations are not 
essentially different in the market asa whole. In nearly all in- 
stances buyers are met with tle assertion that supplies are no 
more than sufficient, and full prices must be paid for all stock. 

Pineapples.—Hawaiian pack are held steady, but are in 
jobbing demand only. Bahamas are quiet, with sales limited to 
actual requirements. Singapores are too small an interest to be 
quoted since the new tariff went into effect. 


Salmon.—A firm tone is reported on red Alaska talls, but 
there is not much movement to report. Stocks are principally 
in the hands of jobbers, and they report only a fair interest in 
retail circles. Pink is firmer, based upon quotations. Cohoes 
talls and flats are fairly steady here. Other grades are un- 
changed and movement is more or less restricted. 

Sardines.—Domestic sorts are held steady and stocks are 
light. The run in Eastport is said to be light, and holders are 
firm in their views. Imported sorts are unchanged, but are 
held with confidence. 

Lobsters. The market is fairly steady, but high prices 
are responsible for considerable of the apparent dullness. Buy- 
ing is in small lots only where lower values would encourage 
more liberal movement.

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California ‘Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANcIsScO, Cal., June 25, 1910. 


Future Sales Heavy.—The booking of orders for Califor- 
nia canned fruits and vegetables continues to be very heavy, and 
there is scarcely a firm in the packing business which has not 
taken more advance orders to date than has been the case in 
many years up tothistime. Some of the smaller concerns have 
withdrawn their opening prices, having disposed of their entire 
expected pack, ani others are preparing to do so at an early 
date. Others are quoting advances on some lines where there 
promises to be a lighter pack than was anti:ipated, and where 
the initial demand has been unusually heavy. The California 
Fruit Canners’ Association is still selling its entire line at the 

* 3 rates, but some changes or withdrawals are expected 
i. .1 tnis concern within a short time, as it has been doing a 
very heavy business. 

Bartlett Pears.—The situation on Bartlett pears is being 
closely watched by packers, and some have withdrawn quota- 
tionsc ll grades pending developments. Thecrop is known 
to be, very light, and already shipments of fresh fruit are going 

N The demand for this fruit for eastern shipment promises 


- greater than it was last season, and canners will be 
compelled to pay high prices for all the stock secured by them. 
The green fruit men ani the canners are now very active in the 

rowing districts, and prices are steadily advancing. Several 
packers have raised their prices on No. 2% extras to $1.95, with 
“ance of 25c. on all grades of the No. 8 size. 


The Apricot Crop.—Reports from the growing districts 
indicate that the apricot crop is not as heavy as wis anticipated, 
nor is the average quality as good. It was anticipated that in 
the sections where the crop was light the fruic would be large 
and clean, but this does not seem to be the case. Much of the 
fruit is small and in many places marked by a brown rot. ‘This 
is especially true in the Vacaville district. In some sections the 
crop is an average one and clean, but the districts where this is 
true are limited. One large firm has made advances of roc. on 
all its pack in No. 234 cans and 25c. on all grades in No. 3’s. 
There has been a very heavy business booked in gallon pie apri- 
cots, and packers are making special efforts to put up a large 
pack of this grade. 


Cherries.—The crop of cherries has been below the aver- 
age, and packers are now winding up the canning season. The 
demand seems to have picked up during the past two weeks in- 
stead of falling off, and most packers now have about all the 
orders booked they care to take for the present. There has 
been a heavy call for No. 1’s and Picnics, and some packers are 
refusing to take orders for these straight. 

Peaches.—The peach crop in California is the one crop 
where there is no shortage to be noted anywhere, but it will not 
be excessively large. The comparatively low prices offered for 
dried peaches has been an incentive for growers to raise a crop 
adapted for the needs of canners, and this year thinning has 
been done more thoroughly than ever before, with the result 
that the fruit is of a uniformly large size. An increase in the 
size of the pack of freestones will probably be made this season, 
as the demand for this fruit has been on the increase and avail- 
able supplies will be large. There seems to be an inclination on 
the part of buyers to specialize on a few varieties and sizes of 
peaches at the present time, and in the line of sliced cling 
peaches this has been especially marked.

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News Notes.—The new cannery being erected at Suisun, 
Cal., by the Winters Canning Co. is almost sompleted, and it is 
believed that operations can be commenced by the first of July, 
although some machinery will be installed after that date. It is 
desired tu have the plant ready in time to make a pack of apri- 
cots this season. The United States Government is preparing 
to dredge a channel to that town, enabling small boats to dock 
there, and this will place the cannery in a splendid position to 
land its products at San Francisco at a low cost. 

The Pratt-Lowe Preserving Co., of Santa Clara, Call., 
which will operate the Modesto cannery this season, is prepar- 
ing to open that branch, as apricots are now ready. The big 
Santa Clara plant is busy operating on cherries and other early 
fruit. 

The demand for California canned berries has reached large 
proportions, and ‘advances have been made along some lines. 
Pie and solid pack blackberries have been advanced in price in 
both the No. 2% and No. 8 sizes, the advances being toc. 
and 

The Kennewick Highlands Orchard Co., of North Yakima, 
Wash., is planning to set out over 100 acres of strawberries, 
and a large canning plant is to be erected to care for the berries 
that do not find a ready market. 

Salmon News.—The Federal Government is preparing to 
establish five large salmon hatcheries on the Upper Puget Sound, 
two of which will be erected at once. The first site chosen is 
on the Quilcena River and another on Hood’s Canal. Many 
cannerymen are of the opinion that the establishment and yearly 
opera:ion of these hatcheries will mean the gradual elimination 
of the four year ‘‘cycle,’’ ani that in time packing operations 
can be carried on every year on a large scale. 

Samuel Elsmore, a wealthy salmon packer of Astoria, Ore., 
was instantly killed at Los Angeles, Cal., June 20, in a collision 
between an automo)ile he was driving and an electric car. He 
had been spending a short time in Southern California where he 
went to meet his wife and daughter who had been visiting there 
and was about to leave for his northern home. Mr. Elsmore 


was manager of the Columbit River Packers’ Association, and 
without a doubt was the largest individual salmon packer in the 
world. He was head of the firm of S. Elsmore & Co., control- 

ling many canneries along the Oregon coast. Death came at a 
time he was contemplating retiring from active business, plans 
having been on foot to dispose of his canning interests, and 
when in San Francisco a few weeks ago, negotiations were 
opened with local par ies to that effect. 


For the first time in the history of the business packers are 
refusing orders by the middle of June for future Alaska red, 
medium red or pink fish, the entire estimated pack for 1910 
having been disposed of. 

Advices from Alaska indicate that the salmon fleet has 
reached the various stations without mishap with the exception 
of the power schooner Mizpah belonging to the North Alaska 
Salmon Company of San Francisco, which was destroyed by fire 
on her way up the Coast, the engineer, Fred Peterson, losing 
his life. 

The additions to the Booth cannery at Monterey, Cal., have 
been completed, and the plaut is ready for the summer run of 
mackerel. i BERKELEY. 


Why That Haste? 


Some of our exchanges have been handing some good 
words of advice to the National Canners’ Association by insinu- 
ating that the canners should not be too hasty in certain actions, 
notably going on record in favor of the parcels post. The 
Northwest Trade observes that some manufacturers have not as 
yet shown a disposition to see the importance of the retailer, but 
the number of these is gradually growing smaller each year. 

In the same editorial article our contemporary makes the 
observation that in this connection ‘‘the following,’’ which it 
published from the New England Grocer and Tradesman, is not 
entirely foreign to the subject at issue in the above remarks, 
referring to its own editorial sentiments. It certainly “not. 
There is certainly something which the manufacturers of pack- 
age goods, including eanned goods, can do besides talking about 
the superior quality of their products. That was the key-note 
of our recent editorial on the subject of ‘‘advertising your ad- 
vertising.’’ The manufacturers should tell the trade what is 
being done to move the goods, and if the National Canners’ 
Association will look into this matter a little more carefully and 
a little more practically we think that instead of their going on 
record and commiting themselves in favor of the parcels post, 
which the retail merchant is satisfied is decidedly detrimental to 
his interests, the canners will decide to drop it; and instead of 
bragging about the excellence of their products, talking against 
space, as it were, advertise to the consumers the excellence of 
the goods through the proper mediums, and then inform the 
retailers what they are doing to assist them in distributing the 
products.—NrEw ENGLAND Boston.

Fine Weather.—The weather clerk is certainly easing his 
conscience by giving us superb, bright, warm growing weather 
to compensate for the weary siege of cloudy, damp cold weather 
which he foisted upon us all during the spring months. The 
weather, from the crop grower’s standpoint, is fine. 

Canned Tomatoes.—Arrivals by lake and rail have eased 
off the market a little asto urgency of demand for spot goods, 

_ but without easing the price which is strong at 75c. f.o.b. docks 
for No. 3 standard eastern. 

Canned Corn.—The subj :ct is without interest. I am re- 
minded of the evangelist who announced that his subject for the 
sermon would be ‘‘Hell,’’ and then argued that there was no 
hell. There is no canned corn. No one cares to sell for either 
spot or future delivery, and none is trying very hard to buy. 
The spot market and the future market as to price is nominal. 

Canned Sardines.—The market is bare for domestic 
grades, and no new supplies in sight at the eastern canneries. 

Canned Salmon.—The situation is unchanged. New pack 
of Columbia River Chinooks is now in transit from the Coast, 
but its arrival will afford but little relief as this is a red salmon 
market, and Chinocks have opened too high to be substituted 
for red salmon. 

Canned Peas.—Shipments of the new packing are expected 
about next week, in a small way, however. No samples of 
new Indiana or Wisconsin pack have been submitted to buyers 
yet. 

Practical Publicity.—I notice that Count Zeppelin has 
safely conducted his great passenger packet air ship over her 
first voyage and safely returned. We will all be flying in ten 
years from now, some of us as angels, others as aviators. Great 
stride in the subjugation of the elements that, and Count Zeppe- 

_lin is 72 years of age. 

Guess some of us old fellows are capable of usefulness in 
the world a while longer. 

The world certainly does move and has moved more rapidly 
in the past decade toward the establishing of close intercommu- 
nication and relations of peace and helpfulness than in fifty 
previous years. 

What is the great canned food industry doing to keep pace 
with the world’s progress? Why! Blessus! It is trying to 
raise a fund to advertise tu consumers through the daily press 
and magazines that canned foods are wholesome. Good! 


Hoorah! It is a sop to Cerberus, a tribuce to slander and ignor- 
ance and blackmailing malice. 

Why do the daily papers roast canned goods? It is to 
laugh! Merely because canned goods packers do not advertise, 
nor do wholesale grocers or retail grocers. That’s why, and 
they well know that when you begin to lie about an industry in 
the public press, that the industry will begin to scuffle around 
to raise a fund to advertise and pay tribute in order to stop the 
slander and villification. 

Prove it? Certainly! Do you notice any editorials or 
news items in which the United Cigar Stores Co., or the vari- 
ous advertising Cereal Foods, or the Department Store evils or 
a hundred other prolific sources for legitimate criticism are crit- 
icised in the daily press or the Associated Press telegrams? 

Not at all. If any should slip in accidently or thoughtless- 
ly they are quickly killed and suppressed. What then shall be 
done to stop the lying and-misrepresentation ?

Hart, Mich., June 75, 1910. In a letter of this date from W. R. 
Roach & Co., well known canned goods packers, we find the following: 
‘‘We are just starting up packing peas here in Michigan and up to last 
week; we had the prospect of the best crop we have ever grown in this 
State, but we have had some scalding, hot, dry weather and the crop hes 
been cut short.”’ . 

Luray, Va., June 24, 1910, At this writing it looks as if the pack of 
tomatoes will not be more than last year and very probably less. May be 
a few more acres planted than heretofore but many thousands cf plants 
have been destroyed by the bad weather conditions lately and the pros- 
pects for crop yields at this writing are very poor. We are paying the 
growers 25c. a bushel for tomatoes on contract. 
Luray CANNING Co, 


Dunnsville, Va., June 24, 1910. We pack Apples, Cherries, Black- 
berries, Gooseberries, Peaches, Pears, Peas and Tcmatoes in this secticr, 
contracting for all raw material, We are paying 25c. per bushel for toma- 
toes and at this price we cannot afford to pack and sell No. 3 cans at 65c. 
to 67%c. per dozen. My acreage of tomatoes is 40% less than last season 
and I should say the acreage throughout the whole county is reduced fully 
334%. Thecrop prospects are poor; the weather has been very unfavor- 
able; first the frosts, then the continued cold weather, caused the insects 
to destroy most of the plants. Lately we have had too much rain, I think 
the pack of tomatoes will be much smaller; do not think we will have over 
one-half the pack we had last season. There are no new factories in this 
section, while quite a number of the old will not operate, especially in the 
Northern Neck. The peach crop has almost played out in this section on 
account of San Jose scale and no one is replanting.

Nebraska, June 25, r9t0. Corn is the principal pack in this 
section of the country, and we contract for the most of what we use by the 
ton, for which growers are asking $7 in the husks. The yield is increas- 
ing each year, due to better cultivation, and this year’s acreage is about 
the same as usual, although it has been somewhat less in late years than 
formerly, on account of the high prices of other farm products. The out- 
look is fair at present, but we seem to be facing dry weather; we may, 
however, get the rain before much injury is done. The weather from now 
on will determine the size of the pack. Wages are higher.

Taylors, Md., June 23, r910. The acreage in tomatoes is decreasing 
each year, due to the high prices at which other products are selling. We 
are contracting for our raw material ; some will take 20c. a bushel, while 
others will not plant for less than 25c.

It looks 
as if the pack will be short about 25 per cent. Most of the packers have 
not prepared for a heavy pack.

Spoilage Investigations. 


During the past three years the Bureau of Chemistry, 
Department of Agriculture, has made numerous investigations 
into the causes of spoilage in various lines of canned goods. It 
‘is now desired to complete as many of these investigations as 
possible, and to that end the Bureau requests the co-operation 
of the canners. 

This aid can be lent the movement by sending to Dr. A. W. 
Bitting, Inspector, Bureau of Chemistry, Lafayette, Ind., sam- 


ples of goods where the spoilage occurs shortly after canning, 
and also samples of goods where the spoilage is not shown until 
several months after canning. 

In submitting samples for this purpose a statement should 
accompany the articles, giving the method of preparation and 
the process, and any further facts that may seem to have a bear- 
ing upon the goods, or be causes for their spoilage. 


In presenting Dr. Bitting’s request for samples of spoilage 
in canned goods, it would seem wholly unnecessary to remind 
canners that this work is being done for their benefit. The 
Department of Agriculture, through its representative, Dr. Bit- 
ting—a mau who has made a deep study of canning and its 
problems, and is perhaps better acquainted wi.h the scientific 
secrets of the business than any other man in the country— 
desires to assist the canners in this way, and to help improve 
the business by giving a better knowledge of it to all concerned. 
This movement should, therefore, receive the hearty support of 
all canners, and we trust it will do so; and that Dr. Bitting will 
have laid before him all the puzzling problems met with this 
season. And more than this, that full information and every 
help will be extended to him in his work.—EpiTor.

Dear Sir:—The attention of this office has been called to a paragraph 
which appears in your June number which reads as follows: 

‘Canned vegetables are of some slight food value although, here, also, 
the chemical preservatives interfer with the complete digestion of the 
vegetables.”’ 

We feel sure that you would not knowingly permit this statement to 
appear in the columns of your valued journal or mislead your readers, 
Therefore, we are taking the position that your act was unintentional. 

It is a well known fact that the canning industry employs no method 
of preservation outside of sterilization by heat. On this theory all germs 
that might cause decomposition are destroyed so long as the vegetable is 
kept from contact with air. This isdone by hermetically sealing the cans. 

We hope that you will take occasion to better inform yourselves of the 
method of practicul canning, as it is a large industry in your state and in- 
volves millions of dollars annually to our people.

Synopsis of the North Dakota Pure Food Law. 


Briefly the essential features of the North Dakota Pure 
Food Law may be summarized as follows: 

The term ‘‘food’’ shall include ali articles of food, condi- 
ment, or drink used by man or in the preparation of the same. 

No person shall manufacture or offer for sale any article of 
food which is adulterated. 

No person shall offer for sale any article of food which is 
misbranded, falsely or insufficiently labeled in any respect. 

Every package or container shall show the true net weight 
of the food product contained in the same. 

Every package or container shall show the true grade of 
the product. 

Every package or container shall show the true name and 
address of the manufacturer or jobber. 

Any article of food or drink is adulterated if it contains any 
deleterious ingredient. 

The Law prohibits the use in any food or beverage of either 
formaldehyde, benzoic, sulfurous, boric, salicylic or hydroflouric 
acid, or any salt .r antiseptic compound derived from these pro- 
ducts. The Law also prohibits the use of beta naphthol. 


The use of saccharin is prohibited in all foods and 
beverages. 


A food is adulterated if it contains any aniline or other coal 


. tar dye, or if it be colored with any vegetable dye and the name 


of the dye is not given on the label. 


The Law probibits the use of coloring matter in any food 
product where the coloring matter would lead to deception, or 
make the product an imitation of some other article. 


An article of food shall be deemed to be adulterated if any 


substance or substances have been mixed with it so as to reduce 
or lower or injuriously affect its quality.

It shall be deemed adulterated if it be labeled, branded, col- 
ored or coated so as to deceive. 

Compounded foods may be sold when properly tagged or 
labeled to show their true nature. 

Candies must not contain coal tar or aniline colors or other 
products detrimental to health. 


Baking powders shall be labeled to show their true in- 
gredients. 


Putrid animal or vegetable substances are prohibited from 
sale as articles of food or drink. 


Persons violating any of the provisions of this Act may be 
fined from Twenty-five (25) dollars to One Hundred (100) dol- 
lars and all costs. 


The chemist is required to publish in January and July of 
each year, in the official papers of each county, a list of all adul- 
terated or illegal foods. 


Foods found to be adulterated may, by order of the Court, 
be seized and destroyed. 


Canning Trade. 


BELGIUM. 


Consul-General Henry W. Diederich, of Antwerp, describes 
the operations of the Belgian canning factory at Malines, which 
he says does a larger business than any in France or Germany: 


The establishment produces the highest grade of canned 
goods, especially peas, beans, and asparagus. Of peas alone 
5,000,000 tins are turned out in a busy season. The packages 
are made up with an attractiveness which Americans should 
learn. There is a finish in every detail, even to the marking of 
the outer wooden cases, which are smooth and neat. The total 
exports from all Belgium are over 2,000,000 cases of canned 
goods. Belgium seems to have secured the best canning trade 
of Europe, and the Malines factory also receives orders from 
many American cities. It employs during the busy season of 
six weeks, beginning in May, about 400, of which 300 are wo- 
men; the latter receive 40 cents and the men 60 cents, but all 
seem thrifty and contented. 

Notwithstanding this large industry and 10 similar canner- 
ies in Belgium there is an opening here for American canned 
fruit and condiments, especially if carefully packed. 


SIAM. 


Consul-General G. Cornell Tarler, of Bangkok, in giving 
official figures covering imports of canned goods into Siam, calls 
attention to the neglect of this extensive field by American ex- 
porters: 

The customs statistics for 1908-9 enumerate among imports 
the following canned goods, in value: Sardines, from all coun- 
tries, $31,934, of which $30,747 worth is credited to Singapore 
and $994 to the United States. Inthe enumeration of canned 
milk and cream the total from all countries equaled $103,891, of 
which $56,628 worth came from Singapore, $21,600 from Switz- 
erland, and $25 from the United States. No other canned goods 
are enumerated in the statistics, but it may be that some enter 
under the general head of provisions, which are listed as amount- 


ing to $2,312,453. It is to be remembered that all varieties of 
canned fruit and vegetables are largely in demand locally, and 
particularly among Europeans, because of the fear of cholera,

Standard Packing and Grading of Peaches for 
Season 1910. 


ATLANTA, GA., JUNE 15, IgI0. 
THE TRADE, 


Baltimore, Md. 


At the June meeting of the Executive Committee today, 
the following standard for packing was adopted, to be recom- 
mended to the members of the Exchange : 

2-1 pack will make 102 peaches ; 2-2 pack 204 peaches; 

3-2 pack 258 peaches ; 3-3 pack 350 peaches or over. 

There will be slight variation from time to time, according 
to the size of the fruit. A rubber stamp should be used as 
shown on this letter, bearing the name of the Georgia Fruit 
Exchange with the number of peaches stamped on same, as 
follows: 

102 to 120 for a 2-1 pack. 
202 to 228 for a 2-2 pack. 
258 to 288 for a 3-2 pack. 
350 and over for a 3-3 pack. 

It is believed that if this standard of packing is strictly 
adhered to by the members of the Excbange that higher’ sales 
can be made in the markets for the fruit, or f.0.b., and especi- 
ally does the Committee believe that it will encourage the possi- 
bility of f.0.b. sales as soon as the trade can learn that these 
rules have been adopted. The Executive Committee present 
decided unanimously that this plan would be followed with their 
individual fruit. 


Our inspectors are being instructed in accordance with this 
standard of packing, and we trust that the members will co- 
operate with the Exchange and the inspectors, to make a suc- 
cess of this plan, which will be measured by the advanced prices 
which should be paid for the fruit in its final consumption. 

We have no doubt but that you will quickly adopt this 
plan, and we would like for you to inform us at once if you 
desire the rubber stamps, so that they can be sent to you with- 
out delay.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


We have been accused, at times, of talking to the industry 
‘“‘like a grandfather,’’ in our efforts to correct conditions which 
we consider as detrimental to the business. And while this may 
appear so, it is also true that our intentions were of the best, 
being intended, at least, as the correction of a fond parent 1ath- 
er than of an irritable fault-finder. 


Dr. Wiley as head of the Bureau of Chemistry has been ac- 
cused in the same way by many lines of food producers, and 
lately by the canned goods packers on one or two points, his 
‘‘tacks to sit upon’’ having made quite a hit. 

But in this week’s issue, Dr. Wiley shows that he and his 
Department are not merely busy finding out the faults of the 
canned goods packers along with the rest of the food producers, 
but is ready and willing to help the canners in their troubles, if 
he can. 


In another part of this issue will be found an announcement 
that the Bureau of Chemistry, through Dr. A. W. Bitting, is 
desirous of bringing to a conclusion many of the experiments 
upon, or rather investigations into, the spoilage of canned 
goods. The investigations into the causes of the spoilage are 
made solely for the benefit of the canned goods packers; in an 
effort to help the canners in their business by finding out what 
causes the troubles, and then applying a remedy. 


The Government has made expensive studies of various 
lines of foods, and this one into the canned goods business only 


shows the perfect willingness of the Government to help the 
canners wherever it is possible to do so. 

The Government sent its experts into the sugar and molas- 
ses factories to study out the troubles met with, and through 
the knowledge thus gained, pointed out the way to avoid them. 

It is now at work upon the question of the production of 
catsup, not alone from the point of view of handling it without 
benzoate, but with a view of solving some of the many problems 
met with in the handling of pulp. In all of its investigations of 
this character the manufacturers have eagerly lent their aid, 
often placing their factories and appliances at the disposal of the 
specialists. To a limited extent some such investigations have 
been carried on in canning factories, and we are pleased to say, 
in every such instance the owners of the factories have been 
willing and glad to assit the work. 


Now the Government, through Dr. Bitting, as we have 
said, is anxious to complete some of these investigations, and to 
take up any other questions that may be perplexing the can- 
ners. And to do this the assistance of the canners is requested. 

It may be necessary for Dr. Bitting to visit a number of the 
canneries while in operation, to see what the actual conditions 
are during the work. We feel confident no canner will object 
to his presence, because he will not interfere with the work, and 
considering that his study of these problems is for the benefit of 
the canner, there should be no objection ; but on the contrary an 
evident desire to have him do so. 


In addition to this he solicits samples of goods which have 
spoiled shortly after processing, and also of goods which do not 
show spoilage until long periods after processing. If you have 
any troubles of this kind send samples of the spoiled cans to him 
at Lafayette, Ind., with full information regarding them, 
their time of process, treatment, etc., at the same time. He 
will not feel offended, either, if an invitation to visit the factory 
accompanies the samples. The least the industry can do is to 
assist him in his work, and so we bespeak him hearty support 
and a cordial welcome. 


Many of our readers will recall the very interesting and 
highly important address Dr. Bitting made before the Conven- 
tion at Buffalo in 1907. This address was made upon a number 
of experiments he had previously made regarding processing 
and temperatures, and he brought out the fact very clearly that 
much of the spoilage in cans is due to the mistaken idea that 
the desired temperature is reached, when in fact the tempera- 
ture is far below what the canner thinks he has. 


We merely cite this as an instance of the good work that is 
possible at his hands, and of what great benefit it can be to the 
industry. There is entirely too much of the old ‘‘rule of 
thumb’’ about the business even at this late day; and even if 
this were not so, it is certain we cannot learn too much about 
the business. 


Of course there will be some who object to the Government 
doing this sort of work. But when the Government finds fault 
with your products and contends that they are not produced in 
the proper way, it would seem to be the duty of the Govern- 
ment to point out that way. And this is exactly what it is aim- 
ing todo. It has done much for some of the food lines, and 
now comes the turn of the canners. So let the good work go 
on; help it in every way you can, and there may be benefits 
derived from such investigations as we now little dream of, It 
certainly cannot hurt you, and it will cost you nothing. 


These remarks are made only to call your attention to 
Dr. Bitting’s request, for we know that he will be afforded every 
possible facility to persue his studies, and that he will find the 
canners as a body ready and willing to assist him. 
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CANNING ITEMS. 


New Firms, Failures, Fires, Personals and News 
of Interest. 


According to reports given out last week the new plant of 
the Continental Can Co., at Canonsburg, Pa , for the manufac- 
ture of sanitary cans, should have started its machinery about 
Tuesday of this week, and at this writing cans should be piling 
up at the rate of 300,000 per day. 


The J. K. Armsby Co. have lost the suit which has been in 
the courts for the past five years, regarding the sale and deliv- 
ery of a shipment of salmon to England. The Armsby Co., as 
sole agent for the Alaska Packers’ Association in this country, 
sold to another concern on this side of the water a lot of salmon 
and the latter concern resold the goods to parties in England. 
The agent of the A. P. A. in England objected to any sales 
b.ing made which did not go through their hands and the suit 
was the consequence, as the Alaska Packers’ Association upheld 
its agent and refused to deliver the goods. 


Astoria, Oreg.—Several new salmon canneries will be 
erected in this locality in time to pack salmon this season. One 
will be at Tillamook, in which Walter P. Ridehalgh, P. Parks 
and R. R. Caruthers are interested. The other will be erected 
at Nehalem by the Union Fishermen’s Co-operative Packing Co. 


Plymouth, Ind.—The Plymouth Canning Co., recently sold 
at receivers’ sale, has been re-organized and the following are 
interested: Dr. R C. Stephens, F. M. Jacox, J. A. Palmer and 
Jerome Ball. 


Pine Bluff, Ark.—Receivers have been appointed for the 
Jefferson Canning Co., according to report. J. W. Corder, a 
director in the concern, filed the application. 


Biloxi, Miss.—The Biloxi Canning Co. of this place, and 
the Dunbar, Lopez & Dukate Co. will be the only two canneries 
in this section to can figs this year. 


Martinsburg, W. Va.—Thos. J. Kistner & Bros., of Strouds- ~ 
burg, Pa., contemplate the establishment of a cannery. 


New Orleans, La.—United States pure food inspectors 
seized a shipment of tomato puree shipped to a local concern by 
acannerin Kentucky, and also a shipment of tomato pulp 
shipped to the same concern from a Baltimore canner. The in- 
spectors claim that both lots of goods contain filthy and decom- 
posed vegetable substance instead of pure tomato juice as 
claimed on the label. We have the names of both these ship- 
pers and buyers aud the brand name of the goods, but inasmuch 
as the ca3e has not yet come up, and it remains to be proven 
whether or not the charges are true, we feel that it is only jus- 
tice to the parties concerned not to publish any further informa- 
tion. The fact, however, that the government is watching the 
product of the canneries very closely makes it absolutely neces- 
sary that you see that your goods are wholesome and pure, and 
that they will conform to all pure food laws. 


Williamson, N. Y.—The local cannery has been running 
on spinach for the past ten days or so. 


Natchez, Miss.—The Natchez Packing Co. has engaged 
Mr. R. J. Rasmussen of Lafayette, Ind , as manager for the 
coming season. Plans are now under way and the factory will 
be erected immediately.

While riding down town on the trolley a few mornings ago, 
I noticed a very attractive car card advertising a locally well- 
known brand of tea. One sentence describing , the cleanliness 
of package goods over the ordinary loose téa found in the gro- 
cery store ranthus: ‘‘As it leaves us, so it reaches you, clean, 
wholesome, nourishing.’’ 

After reading these words the thought struck me forcibly 
how absolutely true this is of canned goods. The tea above 
referred to is put out in a tin-foil-lined tough paper package, 
and the house bears an enviable reputation. I have drank this 
tea more than once and it 1s clean and wholesome. 

But if this is so as regards this tea and the package in which 
it is distributed, it is just as true of canned goods. Consider 
the tin can fora moment. It is absolutely impossible for any 
outside contamination to enter the contents after it is hermetic- 
ally sealed in its individual package. There is no possible way 
by which the product can be tampered with, without detection, 
from the time it leaves the canning factory until the package is 
opened by the housewife in her kitchen. And all this is mede 
possible by the discovery, invention and present state of perfec- 
tion of the humble tin can; the safe, clean, strong, unbreaka- 
ble package, which after it has served its mission, is cast on the 
back lot, despised and an outcast. 

Gentlemen, what an advertising idea lies in this humble tin 
can as we know it today ; what a publicity campaign could be 
worked up on those words, so absolutely true of canned goods, 
more so than of any other article or articles of general consump- 
tion, ‘‘As it leaves us, so it reaches you.’’ What a word picture of 
delicious wholesomeness, natural goodness and economical lux- 
ury could be painted by some of our gifted advertising copy 
writers, and all this made possible by the humble tin can. 

The world has witnessed many wonderful inventions, and a 
great part of our present day civilization consists of what was 
(years ago) thought impossible of accomplishment. One of the 
wonders of modern times, when you stop to think of it, is that 
same humble tin can. What do you think would be the feel- 
ifgs of our grandmothers or our great-grandmothers of only 
fifty years ago, if they could walk into any corner grocery store 
today and secure, for instance, a can of California’s delicious 
peaches, containing all their natural flavor and goodness, ready 
for immediate service and at a price within the reach of the 
average thrifty workman? Don’t you think they would feel in 
their generous, loving hearts that indeed we of this generation 
are blessed ? 

And how is all this accomplished; what majic spell, for- 
sooth, has been cast over Mother Earth that we may have her 
most choice products at all seasons of the year, in any and all 
climates and from all parts of the world, by simply ordering 
them of our grocer? The answer again is the humble tin can. 
Yet there are those—and let me remark there are a good many 
too—who do not use them because they really do not know 
canned goods; or believing they know them, have misconceived 
notions of their purity. 

Don’t you think our grandmothers would cry ‘‘for shame’ 
that we—the canned goods packers and the industry dependent 
upon them—should allow the consuming public, or at least a too 
large proportion of it ; to have such false ideas when a thousand 
and one kinds of publicity are waiting at our doors to carry the 
message of the humble tin can ‘‘as it leaves us, so it reaches 
you’’ to all parts of the world? 

Laws have been passed, courts have ruled, fortunes have 
been spent and much midnight oil has been burned over the 
question of the proper distribution of food products to the con- 
suming public, and all the time this has been going on canned 


goods have been offered in the most economical, sanitary, safe, 
strong and convenient package yet invented by the mind of 
man. Let us be men and not treat our birthright as though it 
were a stone, when in reality it is the finest of gems. Remem- 
ber that in small things is perfection shown. The housewife 
considers the tin can the smallest of small things in her mani- 
fold duties of today and it is for you to show her wherein per- 
fection lies in its smallness. 

‘*As it leaves us, so it reaches you.’’ Think that sentence 
over often and carefully enough and you will find it contains all 
the advice necessary to the successful distribution of every kind 
of canned goods. Just stop and consider for a moment. If it 
is true—and it is without the shadow of a doubt—that as canned 
goods leave your factory just so they are received in the kitchen 
of the housewife, then you should be absolutely sure the con- 
tents of every can is what she expects. Therefore, pack only 
good goods and see that they are properly labeled. 

Since there is no change or manipulation of the product 
after leaving the cannery, the blame cannot be put upon the 
grocer, distributor or carrier, nor even upon the weather or the 
length of time the goods have been on sale, if they are not all 
they should be. Again, put up only sound, wholesome raw 
material in a clean, careful, sanitary manner, and so on with 
every question regarding the packing of fruits and vegetables; 
you have the answer in those words, ‘‘as it leaves us, so it 
reaches you.”’ 

The humble tin can makes an air-tight, unbreakable, non- 
refillable, perfect package, and it is impossible for the purchaser 
when buying to learn just what is the quality of the contents. 
The goods are bought entirely on confidence—sight unseen, as 
the small boy says when swapping with his chum—and woe- 
betide the individual or firm who knowingly takes advantage of 
that confidence. Deal honestly with the public ‘and great shail 
be your reward, while utter condemnation will be your portion 
if you do otherwise. 


‘*As It Leaves Us, So It Reaches You’’ 


is the song of the humble tin can. Place those words where 
they will be often seen, and dwell upon them long and earnestly 
and we pledge you our word canned goods will come into their 
very own before this generation is much older. Make up your 
mind that you will advertise in some shape or form, and that 
the humble but ideal tin can package and its contents shall no 
longer be misunderstood or be compelled to take a back seat in 
competition with any article of food.—TuHr TRADE. 


New Canning Invention. 


Consul P. Emerson Taylor writes frcm Stavanger as follows 
on a new Norwegian invention for fastening the lid on fiish cans. 
The machine, in a single operation, attaches the rubber 
band inside the lid, presses it on, pressing on or ‘‘bukning’’ the 


lid, turning down the so-called ‘‘lip’’ of the lid, which holdstte 


key used for opening, and pressing down the rim of the lid and 
sealing iton the can. The machine can operate this combined 
process at the rate of 20 cans a minute, while the old process 


required that much time for attaching the rubber bands alone 
to 20 cans. 


A can lid has been secured from one of the canning fac- 
tories and is forwarded. [Will be loaned to interested firms by 
the Bureau of Manufacturers.] This shows the kind of lids in 
use, and also the first operation under the old process, that of 
attaching the rubber band, and, in connection with the above 
description, suggests the manner in which the new machine is 
used, .
